Dr. Karl Renner, Aoatrlan ehan- 
oellor, signed the treaty at 8t Oer- 
maln at 10:15 a. m. 

No speeches were made by the Aus- 
trian delegates. Premier Georges 
Clemenoeau, on behalf ot the allies, in- 
vited the Austrlans to sign In the same 
terse fashion he employed at Ver- 
sailles before the Germans. 

Renner was the first delegate to 
sign. He was followed by Henry 
White, General Tasker H. Bliss and 
Prank L. Polk of the American dele- 
gation. 

Aside from the peace treaty, the 
Austrlans signed two engagements 
one by which they undertake to indi- 
cate allied ships, sunk by the Aus- 
trlans, and another which obliges them 
to furnish a list ot persons responsi- 
ble for the war, that the allies may 
place them on trial. 

The ceremony ended at 11:10 a, m 
BVeneh guards presented arms at 
Renner made his exit After the sign- 
ing, the supreme council of the peace 
conference announced the Rumanian- 
and Jugo-SIavs would be given thre> 
days in which to sign the treaty.

There has beeu much discussion during the past few days, ocea- 
■loned hy-* recent opinion of Attorney General Morris, in regard to 
the length of iho scliool day in Kentucky. The Attorney (General 
holds that schools must have at least 6 hours of actual teaching each 
day if they expect to collect their pro rata from the State 8<Aiool 
Fund. 

It appears to the Ledger that in the light of this opinion, and 

the law seems quite clear in the matter, there is nothing to dn hut to 
change the schedule so that it will take in six hours of actual school 
room work each day. There is some hesitancy in Maysville until the 
Superintendent can get all of the facts in the case together and it 
seems that there is a general inclination among school authorities 
all over the state to pass the matter lightly and pay no attention to 
the law and this latest opinion on it. 

In the first place the Ledger is of the opinion that it is a good 
law. It gives the students an extra hour of instruction each day 
which, during the course of a child's education will mean many 
weeks of learning and by the addition of this extra hour the thor- 
oughness of n ehikl's eduonfinn will he iiierensed. 

In the second place the schools of Maysville are running a great 
risk in not taking serious the Attorney Oeneral's opinion. He says 
that schools not hnvinpf a minimum of f! hours a day of actual teach- 
ing have no right to partieip.-it in the state's school fund and the 
Maysville schools should run no risk of losing some seven or eight 
thousand dollars this year by taking a chance. The schools cannot 
afford to lose $100 of their revenue and they must not take a chance 
on losing the large sum whieli the state pays into the Board of 
Educationa's treasury each year. 

We all know what was accomplished in the schools following 
the Influenza epidemic by llii' addition of 50 minutes a day for a 
period of a few months and li\ the addition, of 60 minutes each day 
for this entire term we know much more can be accomplished. 

Our policy is first — go slov — ^run no chances of losing between 
seven and eight thousand dollars and second — add the extra hour a 
day for the good it will do the students.

and a resolution was approved tor the 
appointment of a general committee, 
representing all branches of the to- 
baoco Industry, the duty at which wlU 
be to call a subsequent meeting tor the 
purpose of forming a permanent or- 
ganlzaUon. President Sapldlng an- 
nounced that this committee will be 
made public within a day or two. 

One of the Interesting talks yester- 
day was made by Dr. W. A. Gardner, 
representing the New York organiza- 
tion known as the National Associa- 
tion opposed to the Prohibition of To- 
baooo. 

John Rich, a prominent 
grower of Boone County, Kentucky, 
deolared that tobaoco Is the most lu- 
craUTO crop grown In Kentucky, and 
that without It farmers of that state 
would soon become bankrupt. He 
urged a definite program of publicity 
to keep the farmer Informed upon the 
subject. B. W. Douden acted as spokes- 
man for Cincinnati brdkers, and 0^. 
R. Meyer pledged the support Of his 
tobacco trade paper. 

Mr. Gardner stated after the meet- 
ing that while the movement to com- 
bat the Influence of anii-tobacco forces 
throughout the country was launched 
In New York by manufacturera, deal- 
ers and liaiikPi-s who reioRnlze the 
danger tlireatenins their industry, it 
was felt that the real propesH of edu- 
cation should be commcnci'il in tlie 
heart of the tobacco gnnvlim and i; ar- 
ketlng district, notably KcntuoliV, 
Ohio.

Ministers of Kentucky have been 
asked to make next Sunday. Septem- 
ber 14, Kentucky Memorial Building 
Sunday and to preach a sermon that 
day in tribute to those Kentucklans 
who gave their llvi") In the war with 
Cerniauy, adding their eiidorseuient to 
the movement to honor the .State's Im- 
mortal dead by erecting on the campus 
of tho University of Kentucky a build- 
ing to be put to daily use by the stu- 
dents, as lasting tribute to the memory 
of oar dead heroes. 

The drive in the State for the rais- 
ing of the fSOOtOOO required for the 
construction of a propsr and fitting 
buUdlng, with the Ubleu on which 
will he enrolled the names of those 
who made the supreme sacrifice will 
begin the following day, September 16, 
and will continue throughout the 
week, ending Saturday, September 20.

Washington, D. C, September 10— 
Internal revenue taxes collected 
In Kentucky during the fiscal year 
which ended June 30, last exceeded by 
more than 180,000,000 the conflection 
of the proceeding year in spite of the 
fact that In the last year full payment 
of the Income taxes was not required, 
a portion of them being payable in 
Installments after the close of the 
fl'.cal year. 

In the old seventh collection dis- 
trict, with headquarters at Lexington, 
the collections increaaed from tl4>36S,- 
2(2.18 for the fiscal year.ms, to |29,- 
<TS,010.U tor the year ended June so, 
1619. 

The preUntsary report of the Com- 
n^lssioner of Interal Revenue on last 
year's collection, out today, shows a 
n?t increase In the ooUeovtions for the 

entire country of 9146,SS0,97S.SS, more 
than half of which collections for the 
entire country of $146,330,973.83, more 
than half of which was in Kentucky. 

The preliminary report does not 
show from what source these In- 
cieases come, but It shows fur Ken- 
tucky that the income and excess pro- 
fl's tax coUicted In the fiscal year I'.UH 
was $L',ori1,L'!i»).;i(l, compared with $2U.- 
9)S,i448 81 in the preceedlng year. This 
leiives the bulk of the increase in col- 
lections for other sources of taxation 
and It is a reasonable belief that, they 
wore because of heavy withdrawals of 
whisky In anticipation of the wartime 
prohlbitlov.
